Such motions usually are 
acted on a week after presentation 
The date of December 18 was under- 
stood to be preferred by all coun- 
sel, to enable adequate preparation 
for arguments and filing of briefs

court would assign the arguments 
before the holiday recess, Decembei 
22. It was regarded as possible but 
"very unlikely that a decision would 
be-rendered before the law becomes 
effective January 1.

government Mr. Asquitli suggested 
that after today's business aad been 
concluded the house adjourn until 
Thursday. 


Premier Asquith stated that the 


reconstruction of the government in- 
volved no departure in any shape or 
form of the policy pursued since the 
beginning of the war 


He did not deny that the resigna- 


tion of all of the ministers was in 
his liands 
The decision of Premier Asquith, 


on the advice-of the war secretary, 
David Lloyd George, which is sup- 
ported by other members of the min- 
istry, to reconstruct the cabinet, is 
believed to have saved the coalition 
government again and ensured more 
vigorous prosecution of 
the war.

That Thomas 
Carlyle 
"was, born 


December 4, 1795, at Ecclefechan, 
Dumfriesshire, Scotland, 
one hun- 


dred and twenty-one years ago to- 
day? At the age of fourteen he was 
ready to enter the 
University of 


Edinburgh, and walked the eighty 
miles between it and his home. 
In 


1821 he met the brilliant and beau- 
tiful Jane Welsh and in 1826 they" 
were married. In 1828 they went to 
live for six lonely years on her farm 
at Craigenputteck. It was here that 
Carlyle wrote his first great work, 
"Sartor Resartus." In 1834 Carlyle 
went to London where he lived for 
the rest of his life in Cheyne Row. 
Chelsea. The publication of "The 
French Revolution" in 1837 made 
him famous. His "Essay on Burns" 
shows an insight and 
sympathy 


which no subsequent writer has ev- 
er surpassed. Carlyle specially em- 
phasized the gospel of work as the 
only agency that could develop the 
atmosphere necessary for 
spiritual , 


growth. He died in 1881 and was 
buried beside his parents in 
the 


graveyard at Ecclefechan, an 
offer 


of interment in Westminster Abbey 
having been declined.

Buckeye Lake Is a Menace 


To Lowlands, Say 
Officials 


Strong 
representations 
will 
be 


made to the state board of public 
works, the fish and game depart- 
ment of the state board of agricult- 
ure and other state officials as a 
result of a visit to Buckeye Lake 
yesterday of officers and members 
of the 
Licking county Fish 
and 


Game Protective Association. 


That state money is being ex- 


pended 
foolishly 
in 
propagating 


fish to stock waters within the state 


toi'ore that the high water level dur- 
ing the winter resulted in the de- 
struction of the many private piers 
built into the lake, because of the 
action of the ice and waves. 
Now 


the new excuse is offered. 


"If the state board's statement 


that the concrete wall is weak, is 
true." said an official of the local as- 
sociation yesterday, "it is high time 
that Newark people got busy and de- 
manded the construction of a wall 
is the contention of these men who 
Of suitable strength to protect prop- 


are devoting their time and energies j erty in the lowlands between New- 
to the protection of fish and game 
over the county. 


The water in the lake has been 


drawn off to such an extent that the 
lake bed from Thornport to a point 
near Bruno is absolutely devoid of 
water. 
Thousands upon thousands 


of fish already have perished 
and 


more thousands will die when the 
colder weather comes and the water 
in the shallow pools is frozen. 


The contention is that the lower- 


ing of the water level in the lake, 
ordered, or at least sanctioned 
by 


state officials, kills more fish each 
winter, than are placed in the stream 
or are taken out by fishermen 
or 


'snake hunters." 


The protective association, anx- 


ous as it is to secure strict observ- 
ance of the fish 
and 
game laws, 


maintains that the state is incon- 
sistent when it prosecutes relent- 
essly the "snake-hunters" who takes 
a few hundred fish a year from the 
waters of the lake, while the state 
tself, by the action of its officials 
•tills thousands. 


Officials of the protective associa- 


tion who visited the state officials a 
ew days ago were first told that the 
vater level had not been lowered. 
When strong language was used to 
show that people here knew better, 
.he admission was finally 
secured 


hat the water had been ordered 
drawn off by instructions 
issued 


roni the office of the state board 
of public works. 


The excuse was given that the 


concrete retaining; wall at Lock 
14 a point near the flume sates, 
was so weakened that the heavy 
water pressure against it en- 
dangered the property between 
Buckeye Lake and Xewark. 
Licking county association of- 
ficials are unable to understand 
why this danger is so much 
greater through the winter than 
during the summer Avhen the 
maximum water level is main- 
tained. 
The excuse has been offered here- 


ark and the lake. 
It is a fact that 


the wall there has been undermined 
by the action of the waters. 
It is 


apparent that the wall was construct- 
ed without excavating to a proper 
depth below the bed of 
the 
lake. 


Such action is inexcusable as even 
the 
most 
superficial 
inspection 


should have revealed that the con- 
tractor was not doing the work prop- 
erly. As a result, life and property 
in the lowlands between Newark and 
the lake have been imperiled contin- 
uously since the wall was construct- 
-ed." 


Nearly a dozen of the officials vis- 


ited the Thornport end of the lake 
yesterday and walked 
along 
the 


shores from a point west of Thorn- 
'port almost to Bruno. The fine new 
summer home of W. W. & 
A. 
T. 


Wehrle on the south side of the 
lake, today looks out upon an ex- 
panse of mud-flat. The pier in front 
of the old cottagre is nearly a mile 
.from the nearest -water deep enough 
to float a row boat. Men who have 
been working on the new home, de- 
clare that during the warm weather 
a few weeks ago, the stench from the 
lake bed, caused by decaying fish, 
was almost unbearable. " Chickens 
and ducks swarmed the lake bed, 
feeding upon the dead fish. 


The statement.was made to offi- 


cials of the game association that 
absolute disregard for the stock of 
fish in the lake was shown when 
the water was withdrawn. Even the 
steel screens placed at the flume 
gates, to keep the fish from escap- 
•ing into the waters below, -were re- 
moved and no doubt thousands of 
fish escaped. 


Plans 
are being formulated to- 


day to present the matter before the 
proper authorities, and it is not im- 
probable that city officials and lo- 
cal civic organizations will be ask- 
ed to cooperate, because 
the 
dan-
